In a memorandum prepared 
for the Rubber Study Group in 
London, the Committee sug- 
gested that other countries 
could help to stop a further fall 
in rubber prices by making 
larger purchases for their 
stockpiles. The United States 
could help by allowing free 
competition between’ synthetic 
and natural rubber. 


Members of the Committee 
foresee a considerably lower 
price for rubber ot some future 
time, but belleve that Increased 
consumption and higher yields 
per acre Will afford an adequate 
livelihood for millions of share-

“We hope she will not con-
